W ichita mountaiiis have 
been a my stery for three genera­ 
tions. 
Sixty y ears ago a band of 
Mexican Indians controlled the dis­ 
trict and worked at gold digging in 
A desultory way , but they could not 
do much tor the gold is in the 
rocks. 
The mountains are vol­ 
canic. 
They ' stand out like hay ­ 
cocks in a field. It is apparent that 
they were thrown up by some vol- 
caiiic action, and the gold must, 
thereiore, be taken from the rock 
bv Hie crushing 
process.

Mexican Indians were finally driven 
out b vth e northern tribes, who to­ 
day strive to keep the white men 
out of that region.
